“The Canadian product is taken by 
the large English cities, especially 
London, and customers are found 
among the well-to-do classes, who are 
willing to pay a premium for an arti- 
cle of superior quality, At the pres- 
ent time, Canada’s most formidable 
competitor is Denmark. The Danes, 
produce an article of higher average 
aguality than that produced by the Can- 
adians, and obtain a higher avernge | 
price on the London market. The 
only thing which enables Canada.to 
compete with Denmark, is the fact! 
that Canadians can feed their hogs 
more cheaply than the Danes, and 
thus afford to undersell them, ‘The 
great drawback to Canadian bacon is | 
lack of uniformity.

) bacon, and the sooner Canadians real- 


ize this fact, and make a special et-| 
fort to produce exactly what the mar- 
ket demands, the better it will be for 
their trade, because there is no reason | 
why Canada cannot produce as good!

Automatic Tip Cart 


British Firm Has Introduced Special 
Type for Tractors 

The increasing use of tractors for 
agricultural work has created a de- 
mand for special accessories, chief 
among which is a small cart for the 
of manure or other 
materials over the fields. To meet 
this demand a British firm has intro- 
duced a special type of automatic tip- 
cart which will carry out all the work 
generally done by an ordinary farm 
cart, It is attached to the trailer by 
two short shafts and runs on castor 
wheels so that it closely follows the 
track of the tractor and {is readily 
manoeuvred in awkward positions, 
The tipping is carried out simply by 
putting the brake on the tip cart 
wheels and backing the tractor, The 
body of the tip cart then swings over 
the wheels until it reaches the 
tipping position, The tractor can 
then be driven forward to pull the 
cart clear of the tipped load, and 
when the brakes are once more put 
on the cart wheels the body - will 
swing back until it is again in the 
travelling position. The whole 
operation of tipping and getting the 
cart back into position can be carried 


}out in about five seconds, and it is 


done by the driver without leaving his 
seat.

Residents of towns and cities everywhere are 
begining to realize more acutely the fact that, ex- 
cept under very unusual conditions, their communi- 
ties will prosper and develop only in proportion to 
the prosperity and development that comes to the 
farming sections which surround them. Realizing 
this fact, commercial clubs and chambers of com- 
merce have in recent years been devoting as much 
of their attention to developing the country dis- 
tricts as they have to securing new indutries and 
attracting new residents. They know that as the 
country about the towns become more thickly settl- 
ed and as the farmers become more prosperous the 
more money will be spent in the towns and the 
faster these towns will grow. It is largely for this 
reason that the residents of the towns and cities 
have been doing more and more to aid the farmers 
in growing bigger crops and in improving market 
conditions, The town and cities have contributed 
more and ‘more liberally toward the building of 
good roads in the country districts and have paid a 
large part of the expense of maintaining agricul- 
tural experts to assist the farmers in growing big- 
ger crops and getting more money out of their 
crops when they are placed on the market.

every case the farmer is dependent upon the near- 
by town or city for a market for at least his perish- 
able roducts. 

On the other hand the storekeeper needs the 
business of the farmer. He does not ask the farm- 
er to sell him his products on credit even though at 
the time he may be hard pushed for cash and may 
need more credit badly. He does not ask the 
farmer to help him build a sidewalk in front of his 
store. He does not ask for the business of the 
farmer unless that he can sell the farmer the goods 
he needs at as low a price as he can secure them for 
elsewhere. 

The mail order man won't sell the farmer two 
cents worth of goods on one day’s credit no matter 
how badly the farmer may need the goods or how 
little ready cash he has to pay for them. If the 
farmer’s house burns down, the mail order man is 
not going to sell him any lumber on credit so that 
he may build another home. He will take what 
cash he can get the farmer to send him and there 
his interest in the farmer ends. If the farmer has 
no money to pay for what he needs, the mail order 
man will find others to help swell the stream of 
dollars which is building up his gréat fortune and 
helping build up the great city in which he lives. 
Let the home merchant help the farmer when he 
needs it. And the local merchant does help the 
farmer as long as he can, but there comes a time 
when he cannot. He cannot make money without 
customers. Without the legitimate profit that he 
makes from his sales he cannot “carry” the farmer 
over the rough spots, he cannot contribute to the 
good roads funds, he cannot pay the farmer cash

Prohibit Gold Export 
For Another Year 


War Measure to be Enforced Until 
July, 1923 

A proclamation has been issued in 
an extra edition of the Canada Gaz- 
ette, extending the prohibition of the 
export of gold coin, gold bullion and 
fine gold bars for another year. The | 
proclamation is issued under an act | 
passed three years, agé, authorizing | 
the continuance of the measures tak- 
en during the war to prohibit the ex-| 
port of gold.
